It  used  to  be  traditional  to  parade  one's  better  features.  As 
one  adage  goes,  "If  you've  got  it,  flaunt  it."  The  LAUREL 
agrees  with  this  feeling.  It's  important  to  prove  that  our 
best  attractions  aren't  the  buildings,  hills,  and  trees.  As  far 
back  as  1930  —  that's  as  far  as  our  Laurels  go  —  there 
was  some  type  of  "Laurel  Court."
